The German plan s
to truin each soldler twlee for fourteen days while in the re
serve and once for fourteen daygs while in the Landwehr. The
number of reservists recalled dnring the yvear for tralning has risen of late
at the rate of 30,000 a yenr and will continue to rise until the plan g in full
operation. Thus there are and hereafter will be more than a million men
under arms at one tlme or another each year.
